Aſter roy had done with his Evidence, Mr. Atrorney General -brought-in more Evi- 
dence fur the King, ſome to prove others to Coroberate. The Witneſſes to prove were firſt 

Sir George VVakeman, who was formerly quitted at the Old-Zayly : After Sir George was ſworn 

he was asked by Court with what Mr. Oats had formerly ſworn againſt him, viz. of taking 
15c0 /.to poyſon the King ; and he anſwered by Virtue of tte Oath he had taken, it was all 
falſe. . My Lord Caftlemain atteſted the ſame as tv the Treaſon Oats had fortherly Charged 
him-with: then one Mr. Sith, formerly Schoolmaſter in 17ig:02 was produced, and it was 
oe that he confeſſed himſelf Perjured in favor of Oxrs Teſtimony i\ the Tryal of the five 


eſuits being induced by Fear and Gain. ; 
The ſame was proved upon one Mr. C/ay, who was induced by threats and ptomiſes'of Oars 
and Sir //ulham VV aller, this was proved by one Davenport a Keeper ,of the Goal \who keard 
him threaten Clzy with Death, unlcls he would ſecond his Evidence, and he being an Old Weak 
Man, was drawnin: After the Evidence on both ſides had made an end, My Lord Chief Fn- 
#ice told the Priſoner he had free Liberty to make what Exceptions he pleaſed, Who then be- 
gan a long and Malapart harangue, the chief drift of which, was to prove the Papiſts ought not 

to be Credited becauſe they were Papiſts, and for this produced ſome Records and Statutes. 
And to this he was anſwered by my Lord Chief Juſtice, that by the ſame Reaſon all the Diſ. 
ſenters from the Church of England ought to be excepted,and that it was impoſlible at that Rate

That he. was a pe fon of an hardned impudence and Conſcience, and not worthy of the 
Name et the Chusch of Emglevd, that he was Guilty oi ſpilling Innocent Blood, and had

About Eight of the Clock on Saturday Morning, being the goth. of this preſent Month. of 
May ( Anno Dom. 1685.”) the Court being (at, my, Lyd Chief Juſtice, Judge #ithens,>HWalcor, 
Hollyway, &c. being on the Bench, the Jury was called a!14 pone accepted againſt; 0s asking if 
any had beerr of tne Grand Jury which was admitted for-a Barr yeſterday ; then -theye being 
Sworn, the-Indiftment ( which was very long ,) was read in Engliſh, only the Subſtance of it 
was, that 0z:s bad Sworn in tlic Tryal of Ireland, that he was with him -at a Treacherous 
Cenſult,” tome day betwixt the' 8th. and 12th. of 47u/t, Ano Dom.41698.: and that after= 
wards he ſaid he was with him upon the ſame Account the 1 /7. oc - 2 d. of Seprcmmber, all which 
was notoriouſly falle as appeared by the following Evidence, *3=h 
Aſter the Indiftment was read, Mr, Phips in ſhort opened ic, and then one Mr. Waterhosſe 
formerly a Jurior in /relands Tryal, and one Mr. Harrior a Jurior in the Tryal of the Five

After he had made what pitiful Defence he could, Mr Sollicetor General 
ſud up the Evidence and anfwered every one of t is triflipg Objcftions, and wild him the 
reaſon why this was not done ſooner, was becaule of the unequity of the times and the Packing 
of Jurys and Y/higg Sheriffs. Then my Lord Chief Juſtice Jefferjirs made a moſt excellent 
warm Loyal ſpeech, enlarging wuch vpon what Mr, Sollicetor had , . and anſwer» 
ed ,an Objection of Oarss about the nicity of time, in the example of S»/arne ; after he had 
ended his fpeech-apd run over the heads of the Evidence, the Jury went ont and within a Qu8f« 
ter of an hour, brought him in Guilty of the Inditment. O :rs behaved himlielf with grest 
Imputlence, and abuſed my Lord Chief Juſtice's his Patience ; he went away a great while (by 
leave of the Court) before the Virdift, as he did yeſterday, and met every where the ſame 
Welcome he did yeſterday , the hooting and hiſſing of the People : his Sentence will not be
